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HE present collection of Herman Herzog’s paintings is the most 
varied and, in many respects, the most interesting yet offered to 
the public. 

Herzog’s reputation extends from Bremen, where he was 
born, all over the world. 

While examining the present vividly realistic collection of the artist’s works, 
a few words regarding his career may be interesting. At the age of seventeen 
he entered the famous Dusseldorf Academy in 1854, Prof- Schirmer having 
resigned for the purpose of accepting the Professorship of the Academie at 
Carlsruhe. 

He was replaced by the famous Norwegian painter, Hans Gude, and by his 
advice Herzog visited Norway. 

The result was that his first great Norwegian picture was purchased by 
the Queen of Hanover. 

This was the golden key that unlocked the pathway to the Temple of Fame. 

Herzog then visited Scandinavia, Switzerland (where he painted many re¬ 
markable pictures), Italy, the Bavarian Tyrol, the shores of the North Sea, the 
coasts of Holland, Belgium, et cetera , finding subjects everywhere, which he 
portrayed so vividly that his pictures achieved a flattering popularity. 

In 1864 his contribution to the Paris Salon attracted unusual attention 
and received Governmental recognition. Similar compliments were paid him 
at the Expositions at Brussels, Liege, the Philadelphia Centennial, et cetera. 

The sale of Herzog’s pictures in America being very large, the artist 
decided to visit this country, having heard of its wonderful scenery, so in 
1869 he made a tour of the Adirondacks, Lake George, Niagara, Mexico, Cali¬ 
fornia and Colorado, where he was so much impressed by the grandeur of the 
country and gratified by the cordial reception given him everywhere that he 
decided to settle in Philadelphia, where he has since lived and painted its scenery. 

Herzog’s works, which were then in the collections of the Fmperorof 
Russia, the Grand Duke of Oldenburg, the Countess of Flanders, Duke 
Ernest of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and many other celebrated persons, as well as 
in the public galleries of Europe, are now included in the collections of the lead¬ 
ing art amateurs of America. 

The distinguished artist has received medals from the Salons of Europe 
and the Exhibitions of America. 

One of Herzog’s strongest points is his remarkable versatility. He paints 
everything (from a landscape or a figure-piece to a portrait) with the skill that 
comes from thorough training, and it may be added that he paints in the stand¬ 
ard school—the great school of art that will endure forever. 

Herzog’s latest tour, which was through Florida, resulted in a number of 
works, some of which are included in the present collection. The artist was 
particularly impressed with the poetical beauty of Florida, and the inspiration 
aroused him to such a degree that he painted in the Florida series some of his 
most charming pictures. 

Herzog will return to Florida where he will reside indefinitely. 
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
